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OUTSTANDING SALES OF HOUSEHOLD GOODS 
IN AUGUST 


E AUGUST results of the panel of retailers reporting sales 
to the Board of Trade showed the customary seasonal reduction 
compared with July. Sales in all branches of non-food 

merchandise, however, showed very substantial increases compared 
with a year ago, the most striking results being in sales of house- 
hold goods where the removal of hire purchase restrictions 
has doubtless played a significant part in producing increases 
compared with August 1953 of 15 to 26 per cent. Sales of clothing 
and footwear were also buoyant in August and appreciable increases 
compared with a year ago were also reported in the other miscel- 
lanous non-food categories. 

These results have combined to produce striking increases in 
total sales of non-food merchandise as compared with a year ago ; 
cumulative sales are also well above last year’s level. These figures 
for total non-food merchandise are, however, influenced by the 
inadequacies of the sample of contributors and the method of 
compilation ; in particular, the sample coverage for radio and 
electrical goods by multiple shops is unsatisfactory and variety 
chain stores have a disproportionate influence in the sales of women’s 
and children’s wear among the multiple shops. It is probable that 
somewhat different results would have been obtained if the make-up 
of the sample in the different commodities and in the different 
kinds of shops reflected more nearly the actual proportions in retail 
trade as a whole. 

The value of sales of food and perishables, reported only by large 
scale retailers, was 5 per cent. higher than a year ago, but it should 
be noted that a rise of 4 per cent. in food prices compared with a 
year ago was recorded in the Ministry of Labour’s Interim Index 
of Retail Prices. 

The lack of balance in the present panel of contributors, referred 
to above and elsewhere in this article, has long been recognized 


but in the absence of the kind of information collected in the 1950 
Census of Distribution no truly representative sample of contributors 
could be set up ; now, however, that the full results of the Census 
are available the Board of Trade is giving consideration to their use 
with a view to the substantial improvement of these monthly 
statistics of retail trade in the near future. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Once again large scale retailers reported considerabiy higher 
increases for both the monthly and cumulative period in the sale 
of clothing and footwear compared with a year ago than did inde- 
pendent retailers, As was to be expected, stocks of clothing and 
footwear (reported by large scale retailers only) rose during August, 
but remained only 8 per cent. higher than at the end of August 1953, 
when the rebuilding of stocks consequent on the heavy stock reduc- 
tions of 1952 was first becoming evident. 

An outstanding increase in sales of women’s and children’s 
wear compared with August 1953 was reported by multiple shops ; 
had it not been for the somewhat exceptional results of the few 
variety chain stores in the sample, however, the increase by multiple 
shops would have been of much the same order as that reported by 
the other large scale retailers. Independent retailers also reported 
a substantial though smaller increase in sales compared with a year 
ago and this pattern was reflected in the cumulative figures. 

In the sub-categories reported by large scale retailers only, very 
striking increases compared with August 1953 were reported in all 
cases except dress materials. Cumulative sales were also running 
well above the 1953 levels, except again for dress materials where 
sales were slightly lower than in 1953. 

Reported stocks of women’s and children’s wear were only 
slightly higher than at the end of August 1953, and stocks of women’s

outerwear were slightly lower than a year ago—the first decrease 
compared with a year earlier recorded for many months. An increase 
of nearly 30 per cent. over a year ago was reported in stocks of stockings 
and socks—in August 1953, however, stocks had shown an appreciable 
fall from the rather low level of August 1952. 

In the men’s wear sample also, multiple shops recorded a very 
marked increase in sales compared with August 1953—a considerably 
higher increase than even the substantial increases recorded by the 
other types of retailer. ‘The cumulative results were similar, though 
all the increases compared with 1953 were on a rather lower. scale, 

An increase of 5 per cent. in stocks of men’s wear compared with 
the end of August 1953 was experienced by those large scale retailers 
reporting stocks. 

Sales of footwear did not share the striking i increases recorded in 
the other clothing categories. Apart from an increase in sales of 
12 per cent. compared with August 1953 recorded by department 
stores rather smaller increases were reported by other types of retailer. 
‘The cumulative increases in sales were, however, more or less the same 
for all types of retailers. Reported stocks of footwear rose slightly 
during the month and were 11 per cent. higher than at the end of 
August 1953. 


Household Goods 


Despite the seasonal fall in sales of household goods during August, 
the results for the month showed striking increases compared with 
August 1953. ‘The removal of hire purchase restrictions has clearly 
provided a very effective stimulus to sales in this category ; the figures 
shown by the sample possibly understate the true increases as the 
sample of multiple shops selling radio and electrical goods is very 
small. Good results in sales of household goods have been recorded 
almost without a break since April 1953, and cumulative sales are 
running substantially above the 1953 levels. 

The most striking increases compared with a year ago were recorded 
in sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods, both large scale and 
independent retailers reporting that sales were almost a quarter 
higher than in August 1953. How much of this is due to higher sales 
of radio and electrical goods is shown by the spectacular increases 
compared with a year ago reported by department stores and inde- 
pendent retailers. Even this result, however, has not enabled 
independent retailers to equal last year’s cumulative figures for radio 
and electrical goods and the falling off from Coronation sales in this 
category is apparent in the decrease of 2 per cent. reported by them 
compared with 1953. Sales of hardware by all types of retailer 
continued at a considerably higher level than in 1953. 

Stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods had fallen somewhat 
during the month but were still 18 per cent. higher than a year ago. 

Very good results in sales of furniture and furnishings were reported 
by both large scale and independent retailers, the increases recorded 
compared with a year ago being the highest for many months. 
Cumulative sales were also markedly higher than a year ago. 
scale retailers again reported their best results in sales of furniture 
and bedding and the increases in both monthly and cumulative sales 
of furnishing fabrics and household textiles and floor coverings 
compared with 1953, although substantial, were considerably lower. 


Other Miscellaneous Non-Food Goods 


Good results in the sale of chemists’ goods were reported by all 
retailers compared with August 1953, but for the cumulative com- 
parison independent retailers reported only a slight increase compared 
with the appreciable increase recorded by large scale retailers. 

Large scale retailers reported marked increases in both their monthly 
and cumulative sales compared with a year ago in all the other 
miscellaneous categories, but independent retailers reported much 
smaller increases. 

Stocks of chemists’ goods, books, yp yp dng , jewellery, etc., 
leather and miscellaneous fancy goods and sports “goods, toys and 
cycles (reported by large scale retailers only) were all higher than at 
the end of August 1953. 


Food and Perishables 


An increase of 5 per cent. in the value of sales of food and perishables 
compared with August 1953 was reported by large scale retailers. 

Department stores reported substantial increases for the month as 
compared with a year ago and their cumulative sales of food and 
perishables were 6 per cent. above last year’s level. 

Multiple shops experienced a rise in sales of 7 per cent. due largely 
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to a striking increase recorded in sales of groceries and provisions. 
The very substantial increases shown in sales of fresh meat and fruit, 
vegetables and flowers are not necessarily representative of the 
experience of multiple shops as a whole as the sample in these 
categories is dominated by a few non-specialist firms. A similar 
qualification applies to the slight decrease shown in café and restaurant 
sales of multiples. 

Sales of food and perishables by co-operative societies were 2 per 
cent. higher than a year ago. As in previous months increases were 
recorded in sales of fresh meat and fruit, vegetables and flowers ; 
in these categories prices were somewhat higher than a year ago.

individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 
1953.

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London Footwear Shows Exhibit 
New Techniques and Styles 


"THE annual Shoe and Leather Fair and the Fashion in Footwear 

Exhibition were both held in London from October 4 to 8. Their 
titles are approximately indicative of their differences. In the Grand 
Hall at Olympia there was at least a remote suggestion of the 
atmosphere of a Fair, and though most of the exhibits had something 
to do with shoes or boots their variety was impressive. The 
Exhibition at the Washington Hotel, on the other hand, was more 
strictly and straitly appropriate to its Mayfair environment: it spoke 
volumes, with a decorous quietude, for the concentrated intensity of 
thought, skill and colour that goes into the gratification of feminine 
feet at home and abroad. 


Shoe-Making Machinery Attracts Foreign Buyers 


One immediate impression gained at Olympia, though it may have 
been illusory, was that foreign visitors were interesting themselves 
more in shoe-making machinery than in its end-product. There is 
not yet a single machine that will receive a piece of leather at one 
end and eject a finished shoe at the other, but things seem to be 
moving in that direction. It was said at the Fair that recent applica- 
tions of the anti-trust laws in the United States may widen the export 
opportunities in the dollar market for the smaller, independent 
manufacturers of shoe-making machinery in the United Kingdom. 
However that may be, it was obvious that the working demonstrations 
of such machinery at Olympia were enthralling large numbers of 
potential buyers from abroad. On one stand alone they saw a new 
clicking press; new folding, skiving, toe-forming, sole-laying, 
temporary-heel-attaching and toe-lasting machines ; a new welted- 
insole plant ; and a number of others introduced recently or still in 
the stage of experimental prototypes. 

As for footwear in general, both the Fair and the Exhibition were 
evidence of the trade’s vigorous reaction to the disappointments of 
the past English summer. At the Olympia office of the British 
Footwear Manufacturers’ Association there was still much optimism 
about exports in spite of many foreign markets having shrunk or 
virtually closed down because of protective and other restrictions. 
Total exports are in fact very much higher than they were in the far 
wider field that was open to them before the war, and the United 
Kingdom leads the world. It was said that by volume her best markets 
are the West Indies and West Africa, and by actual value the best is 
North America. The demand in the former areas is for the cheaper 
makes of all sorts: in Canada and the United States relatively few 
firms can compete in women's fashion footwear but we do exceedingly 
well with men’s welted footwear, as to quality and price alike. 


New Techniques in Waterproofing 


Since it is quite impossible to keep track of or pace with all the 
ever-changing designs of ladies’ shoes, and hardly worth while to 
notice the slight variations of design in men’s, there may be more 
interest in some notes on the new or improved materials exhibited. 
In the range of sole leathers, for instance, much was made of light 
flexible bends, and cut soles were more in evidence than usual. Of 
upper leathers there was perhaps a greater variety than ever before, 
with the stress on such contrasted amenities as pearlized finishes and 
water-repellent suedes that suffer little or nothing in rain. A sig- 
nificant development is a combined calf that has a rayon flock electro- 
statically applied. Some firms displayed a hog cordovan with the 
natural hogskin characteristic of bristle holes, and other new adapta- 
tions of pigskin. An exhibit for which great possibilities were 
claimed was a new waterproof leather that retains the sheen of willow 
and aniline finishes and is said to lose none of the breathing properties 
of untreated leather. 

An innovation attracting buyers in the United States and Italy is 
the introduction into this country of fishskins from the so-called sea

Two major boons to women in particular were demonstrations of 
new techniques for the dyeing of leather and for what apparently 
has to be called “‘ washability.”” A Yeovil firm, for instance, was 
showing a product guaranteed to rid coloured gloves of normally 
intractable stains without impairing or “‘ running ” the dyes. 


Fashion in Footwear 


THE Fashion in Footwear Exhibition held at the Washington Hotel 
in Curzon Street, fell into two sections: manufacturers’ rooms and 
suites where they displayed their styles in men’s, women’s and 
children’s shoes for 1955 in the individual atmosphere of a London 
showroom ; and the Footlight Parades, held twice a day in the 
hotel ballroom in which mannequins modelled the latest styles in 
women’s shoes, selected to team with the ensembles they helped to 
complete. |The majority of the exhibitors were British but this year 


there were also a number of Italiar ones. 


Colour dominates the shoe fashion scene this year. Recent 
developments in the treatment of leather and other shoe materials 
widened still further the colour -anges available for footwear. Pastel 
shades that blend happily with the tones of the rest of the outfit are 
particularly popular, and greens and reds, to go with winter tweeds, 
abound 

Children’s shoes do not change their styles so rapidly as adults and 
here correct fit takes precedence over styling. However, there are 
new designs in slipper styles to interest the youngsters and a new 
range of flexible shoes which feature 1 one piece sole running from 
the toe up to the back of the heel. 


Exhibition‘of British|Cotton for Men 


THE First Exhibition of British Cotton for Men at the Cotton 

Board Colour Design and Style Centre, 19 York Street, Man- 
chester, 2, was opened by the Chairman of the Cotton Board, 
Sir Raymond Streat, on Tuesday. 


Previous exhibitions at the Centre have included men’s fabrics; 
and men’s clothes and cotton cloths were included in a show at 
Hamilton House, Piccadilly, London, during London Fashion 
Fortnight 1953. ‘This, however, is the first exhibition to be devoted 
by the Cotton Board to new ideas for men’s clothes. Both fabrics 
and garments by leading tailors and wholesale manufacturers are 
included. Particular attention has been given to the demands of 
export markets, and there is a group devoted to hot weather cottons, 
lightweight cotton suits and sheer shirts. 


London Display of Engineering Industries 
Association

T! 1E Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 678 

that arrangements have been made for private imports of a very 
limited quantity of carcase beef originating in and consigned from the 
United States of America to be purchased with dollars made available 
by the United States under Section 550 of the Mutual Security Act 
(M.S.A.). The beef available for purchase will consist solely of 
frozen dressed carcases of United States commercial and United 
States utility grades. 

2. Applications to import specific quantities of beef from the 
United States of America under these arrangements will be considered 
from those traders who 

(a) can provide documentary evidence that they can contract 
direct with United States packers by October 31, 1954, for 
supplies of commercial and utility grade beef to be shipped 
from a United States port with Bills of Lading dated not 
later than December 31, 1954. (It is possible that the time 
limit for shipment only may be extended by up to one month. 
The Ministry of Food will let applicants know about this as 
soon as possible) ; 

(b) will import on their own account and make payment direct 
to the United States packers ; and 

(c) undertake to carry out the special procedure required in 
connection with imports from the United States of America 
under the M.S.A. 

3. Traders who can fulfil these requirements should write to the 
Ministry of Food, Meat Division, Great Westminster House, Horse- 
ferry Road, London, S.W.1., asking for details of the procedure to be 
followed. 

4. Having received details of the necessary procedure from the 
Ministry of Food traders should apply for an import licence on Form 
ILB/A and at the same time submit the documentary evidence 
required in paragraph 2(a) above, together with such undertakings as 
are required under the M.S.A. procedure. The application form 
ILB/A should show both the weight and c.i.f. value for which the 
applicant is in a position to make a contract. 

5. These applications should also be addressed to the Ministry of 
Food, Meat Division, and must reach there not later than the evening 
of Tuesday, October 12, 1954. When submitting applications 
importers should state whether they would wish to collect any import 
licence that may be granted to them from the Board of Trade, 
Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, 
during the afternoon of Monday, October 18, 1954, or would prefer 
to have it posted to them on this date. 

6. There have been no private imports of beef from North America 
since 1939, and there is no obvious and up-to-date basis for allocating 
licences. If, therefore, the total value of applications exceeds the 
amount for which dollars are available the Board of Trade and the 
Ministry of Food, in deciding the c.i.f. value of the licence to be 
issued to each trader, will have regard to his imports of carcase meat 
from all sources during the calendar year 1938 ; this information is 
already available to the Ministry of Food. Any applicant who did 
not import in 1938 but who has since been appointed as an agent for 
a United States packing house should submit evidence of this together 
with his application for an import licence. 

7. Licences will be valid for imports between December 1, 1954, 
and February 21, 1955, both dates inclusive.

r WAS announced on August 28, 1954, that imports of limited 
quantities of apples from North America would be allowed during 
the coming season. 


2. Appies originating in and consigned from the United States of 
America may be purchased with funds made available under the Mutual 
Security Act. Separate licences will therefore be issued for imports 
originating in and consigned from Canada. 

3. The Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers No .677, 
that the value of import licences issued to applicants will be based 
partly on the quantities of North American apples they sold before the 
war as first-hand salesmen as shown on statements made in 1944 to 
the Ministry of Food; and partly on 

(a) the quantities of New Zealand and South African apples 
they sold as first-hand salesmen during the calendar years 
1952 and 1953; and 

(b) the quantities of apples they imported from all sources other 
than New Zealand and South Africa during the calendar 
years 1952 and 1953. 


4. Traders who would qualify for licences under the bases set out 
in paragraph 3 and who wish to be considered for licences to import 
North American apples should :— 

(a) for apples from Canada, submit two applications each on 
Form ILB/A as soon as possible, and not later than October 
17, 1954; and 

(b) for apples from the United States of America, inform the 
Ministry of Food by letter not later than October 11, 1954, 
that they wish to import such apples. ‘There is a special 
documentatien procedure for these imports, required by the 
Mutual Security Act, and the Ministry of Food will give 
applicants details of this procedure and will advise them how 
to apply for an import licence. These licences will be 
granted only to those who undertake to comply with the 
documentation requirements. An applicant should not 
enter into a contract until he receives a licence. Apples 
imported under these arrangements will not be eligible for 
any United States of America export subsidy. 

5. Application forms, ILB/A, and letters should be addressed to the 
Ministry of Food, Fresh Fruit and Vegetables Branch, Great West- 
minster House, Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1. 

6. Applications for licences to import from Canada and letters from 
traders who intend to import from the United States of America must 
be accompanied by the appropriate statement or statements certified 
by an independent practising accountant as follows :—

(2) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for @ port outside the United Kingdom. 

he coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 


moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, ‘bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(4) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (3) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(5) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port. 
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Tourist Travel Allowances Increased 


HANGES in the tourist allowances for the year beginning 

November 1, 1954, are announced by the Treasury. e basic 
travel allowance will be increased to £100 and the allowance for 
children under 12 to £70. ‘The allowances for motor cars and 
motor cycles will be increased to £35 and £15 respectively. There 
will also be a restoration of the facility existing in 1951 for the 
payment of fares in sterling, outside the basic travel allowance, to 
cover circular tours and incidental journeys by any means of transport 
in most of the countries of Continental Europe. 

There will be no change in the list of countries where the basic 
travel allowance is available, or in the allowances available for travel 
in Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Greenland and the Faroe Islands. 
There is also no change in the amount of sterling notes permitted 
to be taken out of the country. The limit is £5, and it is illegal 
to spend or exchange these notes abroad other than on a British 
ship or plane, 


Companies General Annual Report 


(THE General Annual Report for 1953® on matters relating to com- 
panies has just been issued by the Board of Trade. 


The introductory paragraphs describe the more important Company 
matters dealt with by the Board of Trade. ‘These include the progress 
of registrations ; the number of companies on the Registers ; the 
winding-up of companies ; the administration of the Companies 
Act under various provisions ; appointment of inspectors to investi- 
gate the affairs of companies ; and prosecutions by the Board of 
Trade. ‘The general information is supplemented by detailed 
statistical tables for comparison with previous years. A list of Orders 
and Regulations made under the Act is also included. 

The Report shows that 286,089 companies were on the Registers 
in Great Britain on December 31, 1953 (compared with 277,664 at 
December 31, 1952). Of these, 16,769 (16,875) were public companies 
and 269,320 (260,789) were private companies. During the year 1953, 
13,329 (12,296) new companies were registered ; of these, 13,189 
(12,170), comprising 21 (21) public and 13,168 (12,149) private com- 
panies, were registered with a share capital, the total capital of the 
companies so registered being £87-3 million (£52 million). During 
the year, 4,906 (4,649) companies were dissolved or struck off the 
Registers, and winding-up proceedings were begun in 3,458 (3,323) 
cases, of which 430 (445) were compulsory liquidations.

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Work Study in Wool Textiles 


N THE past few years a good deal of publicity has been given to 

Work Study as a feature of growing importance in the industrial 
life of the nation. 

The Wool (and Allied) Textile Employers’ Council has done a 
good deal of work to help in spreading throughout the wool industry 
awareness of the value of these methods, and has recently established 
in Bradford a Work Study Centre for the wool industry. This step 
has been taken in consequence of the growing pressure of demand 
from individual firms who wish to have personnel trained in Work 
Study techniques. The new organization, which is probably the 
only one of its kind in the country, has a staff of five Work Study 
consultants and runs training courses lasting for three months, covering 
the theoretical and practical aspects of "Vork Study. It is expected 
that some 36 men will be trained yearly on behalf of firms in the 
industry. Individual firms nominate a member of their own staff 
to carry out the course and on its completion he returns to his own 
factory as a trained technician. For the first five months after his 
return, however, he continues to be supervised by a consultant from 
the staff of the Work Study Centre. 

The role of the Work Study Centre as a permanent feature of the 
industry’s structure is conceived as being in accordance with the 
current views on the comprehensive part which Work Study has 
proved to be capable of playing in management generally. 

The work of the Centre has already confirmed that within the 
wool textile industry Work Study can provide very much more than 
a basis for financial incentive schemes. Methods of working, the 
utilization of materials and machines, the planning and organization 
of work have all proved fruitful fields of investigation. 


Men trained at the Work Study Centre are already working on 
projects ranging from the complete layout of a new factory to a detailed 
investigation of the methods used in a packing section, as well as 
on the preparation of incentive systems for many processes. 


In addition there are plans for other services of a special kind 
which should be of benefit to the industry, It is hoped, for example, 
that the Centre will soon have the necessary staff available to carry 
out specific pieces of work involving the allocation of a consultant 
to a member firm for a period of time. 


The courses are held in the Work Study Centre at ‘‘ Pierremont,”’ 
60 Toller Lane, Bradford, 9.

HE FOLLOWING relaxation on the import of sterling notes 
into the United Kingdom has been announced by the Treasury :— 


From September 30, 1954, Bank of England notes of £10 and up- 
wards and Bank of England notes of £5 dated prior to September 2, 
1944, all of which have ceased to be legal tender (but have remained 
payable on presentation at the Bank of England), may be sent by 
post from any territory to a banker in the United Kingdom for 
collection. None of these notes has a metallic thread such as appears 
in current £5 notes. 


Notes should be despatched at the risk of the owner to the usual 
banking correspondents in the United Kingdom of the owner or 
of the owner's local bank. Authorized banks are being given authority 
to credit the proceeds of notes forwarded from outside the Scheduled 
Territories to the type of account appropriate to the country of the 
remitter. 


The position of all other Bank of England notes remains unchanged. 
The prohibition on the import of sterling notes (other than the notes 
which are sent under this relaxation and except notes carried by 
travellers to the value of £10 per person) remains in force. 
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European Conference on Modular 
Co-ordination 


BY INVITATION of the British Standards Institution and the 
Building Research Station, delegates from this and ten other 
European countries will meet in London on October 11 for a study- 
conference on modular co-ordination in building. During the next 
three days they will visit various parts of England to examine some 
of those building developments in which a determined effort has 
been made to rationalize building operations, components, dimensions 
and technology. A final session of the conference will be held next 
Friday. 


The total number of separate kinds and sizes of manufactured 
materials and equipment used by the building industry in Britain 
is estimated at between 40,000 and 50,000. Of these about 18,000 
have been standardized as to sizes, or qualities, or performance, 
through the British Standards Institution. This vast number of 
separate items has emerged from all sorts of industries at different 
times and to meet different needs, and the result is much waste of 
labour and materials in building because of the difficulties encountered 
in fitting things together. 


Co-ordination Could Help 


It is now widely held that with a successful system of co-ordination, 
based on a common dimension of inches or centimetres called a 
** module,” all the parts of a house could be dimensioned so as to fit 
together with something of the ease of a child’s building set. Walls, 
windows, doors, lintels, and so on, would all be based on multiples 
of the module. The chief difficulty is to decide the basic dimensions 
to use for the system. Evidence as to which dimensions are best 
is difficult to obtain, and decisions which may involve important 
changes for some industries should not be taken lightly. 


As long ago as May 1947 the Building Divisional Council of the 
British Standards Institution decided to set up a Technical Committee 
to investigate modular co-ordination. ‘This Committee issued a 
First Report in 1951 as British Standard 1708, in which it was sug- 
gested that the subject was well worth pursuing and that further 
investigations should be carried out to ascertain the practical prob- 
lems involved and to make recommendations for a national method 
of modular co-ordination. ‘This First Report evoked even greater 
interest than had been expected, and as a direct consequence the 
B.S.I. formed a special Study Group under Mr. Bruce Martin in 
November 1953. At about the same time the Building Research 
Station began parallel work under Mr. W. A. Allen. The work of 
the two bodies has been carefully integrated to avoid overlapping. 


Pooling Experience 


But the same problems and opportunities exist in other European 
countries, and for both them and the United Kingdom it is urgent 
to reduce building costs. The British groups engaged on this work 
therefore suggested to the European Productivity Agency that it 
might organize and give financial help to an international study, so 
that the work could go forward more quickly than was otherwise 
possible and experience could be pooled for mutual advantage. This 
has been done, and now eleven countries, Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Greece, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden 
and the United Kingdom, have arranged E.P.A. contracts to do this 
work. In addition, American authorities have offered to throw their 
experience into the pool. The British have been appointed to act 
as the technical secretariat for this co-operative effort, and it is hoped 
the London conference will give it a constructive impetus.

Exporting to the Fast-Developing Dollar Account 
Countries of Latin America 


The Dollar Exports Council have recently carried out a survey amoxg a large number of British manufacturers and merchants 
with regard to trading in the dollar account Latin American countries.* 


The firms concerned cover a very wide range, including manufacturers of capital goods, consumer goods and other commodities, 
such as chemicals, engineering and allied components and raw materials. 


N THEIR report, the Dollar Exports Council say that manu- 

facturers and exporters have achieved most success during the 

last two years in Venezuela, Colombia and Mexico, with Cuba 
next in importance. Several manufacturers of consumer goods have 
done good business in some of the smaller, but in aggregate no less 
important, Central American republics, such as Costa Rica, Panama 
and Nicaragua. 


American Competition is Formidable 


The most formidable obstacle encountered by exporters to these 
markets is American competition. As a result of their proximity 
to these markets and their firmly entrenched position in them, 
American exporters are likely to continue to obtain a large share 
of the import trade of these countries. But this does not mean that 
United Kingdom exporters cannot hope for a greater share of the 
markets than they have at present. Germany and other European 
countries as well as Japan have succeeded in getting back into the 
market against this competition and a significant number of British 
exporters report a substantial increase in business in certain markets. 
Moreover there is plenty of evidence that the Governments and 
traders in most of the dollar account countries are anxious to spread 
their trade as widely as possible and in the last year or so there has 
been increasing interest in European markets both as sources of 
supply and as markets fer their exports. 

The general climate is, therefore, favourable for an increase in 
United Kingdom exports. 

This is particularly true of capital goods. ‘There are many schemes 
for developing railways, roads, hydro-electric power, water supplies 
and public works and services generally. ‘These provide opportunities 
for British consultants and manufacturers, of which some advantage 
is already being taken. 

In the consumer goods field, the widespread development of 
secondary industries has led to protective tariffs and restrictions on 
imports by means of quotas and these have narrowed the opportunities 
for many of our traditional exports. On the other hand, this is not 
a new problem peculiar to the dollar account countries and there 
are still many openings for a wide variety of the consumer goods we 
manufacture. Firms with first hand knowledge of these markets 
contend that there are still opportunities in the consumer goods 
field for expanding British exports of such goods as tropical clothing, 
books and magazines, drugs and pharmaceuticals, cosmetics, hard- 
ware, jewellery and clocks, stationery and radio and television re- 
ceivers, 

A few British manufacturers have actively participated in the 
development of local secondary industries. By supplying the more 
complicated parts for assembly, they have succeeded in increasing 
their exports. There are opportunities for many more manufacturers 
to do likewise, more especially in the consumer goods industries. 


Finding Good Agents 


Another problem which confronts exporters to these markets is 
the difficulty of finding good agents. However, most firms already 
operating in these markets have succeeded in finding them, while a 
few have established their own branches in one of the territories. 
‘There are a number of organizations which exporters have found useful 
in helping them in their choice of agents ; the Federation of British

Industries, the Board of Trade, H.M. Embassies and Legations, and 
the Banks. 

In this connection, manufacturers who are already well represented 
in one or more of these markets could greatly assist in the expansion 
of our exports by giving their agents or sole distributors the names 
of British firms manufacturing allied but non-competitive products. 

Many of the small firms replying to the Council’s inquiry have 
said that they cannot afford to send a representative to this area to 
study the market and to appoint agents because of the heavy expense 
involved. It is worth bearing in mind that it is frequently possible 
to make at least a preliminary market survey through existing organiza- 
tions in this country such as the Board of Trade, the Federation of 
British Industries, and the Commercial Departments of the Embassies 
of the Latin American Republics in London. Having established 
through these channels that the product can probably be sold in one 
or other of the dollar account countries, the risk of making an ex- 
pensive visit is materially reduced. 


Visiting the Market 


The importance of sending representatives to visit the market has 
been strongly emphasized by the majority of manufacturers which 
the Council have approached. It is interesting to note, however, 
that only some 60 per cent. of those replying to the inquiry send their 
representatives ; only about two-thirds of these have done so regularly 
and in only about one-third of the cases have firms sent out a Director. 
It cannot be too strongly stressed that in highly competitive markets 
such as these, executives with authority to make decisions should 
visit them regularly. 

Those firms which have not the financial resources for this should 
carefully consider two alternative methods :— 

(i) Conducting their business through an established merchant 
house, of which there are several, and which regularly send a 
senior executive to the area. 

(ii) Co-operating with other manufacturers of allied but non- 
competitive lines to share the expense of sending a suitable 
representative on behalf of all the firms concerned. 

With regard to the latter, many British manufacturers still seem 
reluctant to co-operate in this way. Some have done so in other 
export markets with satisfactory results but our competitors have 
adopted this co-operative method of approach much more widely 
than we have and we have lost ground to them as a result. The 
Dollar Exports Council and its sponsoring organizations (the Federa- 
tion of British Industries, the National Union of Manufacturers, 
the Association of British Chambers of Commerce and the Scottish 
Council) will gladly assist in putting interested manufacturers in 
touch with each other. 


Export Credit Facilities 


It is surprising that many manufacturers and exporters still seem 
unaware that the Export Credits Guarantee Department’s special 
** Dollar Drive "’ facilities have been available for the dollar account 
countries in this area since October 1952. For insurance against the 
ordinary del credere and transfer risks, the exporter is allowed a 
measure of selection in the markets he insures. Also there are special 
policies covering certain types of promotional expenditure or the 
risks attendant on increasing production in order to step up sales. 
These special policies may create what is in effect a partnership 
between the exporter and E.C.G.D., in which E.C.G.D. would share 
the financial risk over a specified period. When the venture prospers 
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the exporter enjoys all the proceeds, in return for his premium 
payment to E.C.G.D. 

With risk of loss thus reduced the exporter can afford to lay out 
adequate resources to develop the market. An investigation of 
results up to end-March this year showed that dollar turnover on all 
current Dollar Drive policies over the period of the insurance was on 
average more than double what it had been for the same firms in the 
year preceding insurance. 

Though there are important differences between the dollar account 
and North American markets, these findings illustrate that insurance 
can prove an important factor in success, and any exporter contemplat- 
ing entry into or expansion in the dollar account countries should 
investigate the details of this insurance through his local E.C.G.D. 
office. 


Shipping Facilities 

Many firms complain about the inadequacy of direct shipping 
facilities from this country to the dollar account countries of Latin 
America. The Council has had discussions with the shipping com- 
panies about this and is supporting the efforts of the Federation 
of British Industries to secure improvements in this respect. Her 
Majesty’s Government are also interested in this problem. The 


Council has also discussed with the British Independent Air Transport 
Association the possibilities of a regular air-freight service to this 
area and some of the members of the Association have indicated that 
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they propose to look into the prospects of establishing such a service. 

Another difficulty experienced by exporters to dollar account 
countries is the often onerous visa requirements of the Governments 
of many of these countries. There has, however, been some improve- 
ment in this regard in recent months thanks to the representations 
made by the Foreign Office. In particular the Governments of 
Mexico and Venezuela have simplified their procedure in this country 
for obtaining visas. ‘The Council is keeping in touch with the Foreign 
Office on this matter with a view to reducing and simplifying still 
further the existing visa requirements. 

The dollar account countries of Latin America are developing fast. 
In relation to the developments which have taken place in these 
countries during the last three years and to the performance of some 
of our competitors, the increase in United Kingdom exports—from 
about £49 m. in 1951 to about £57 m. in 1953—are disappointingly 
small. In the first six months of this year there was no increase at all. 

These dollar markets are dynamic. The prospects for expansion 
and for a continuously rising curve of demand for imports are cer- 
tainly as great and perhaps even greater than in any other area of the 
world. 

In view of the continued uncertainties in so many world markets, 
British manufacturers should again ask themselves whether they are 
not over-emphasizing the risks and difficulties in the dollar account 
countries of Latin America ; and more particularly whether, in their 
own medium and long term interests, they are sure that they can 
afford to overlook these “‘ growth "’ markets.

Ai A MEETING of businessmen at the Board of Trade in London 
on September 27, Mr. J. L. B. Titchener, Economic Counsellor 

at Her Majesty’s Embassy in Tehran, spoke of trade prospects 
with Iran. 


Mr. Titchener said that Iran as an export market had, as it were, 
opened up over-night. 

‘* Under the Oil Agreement Iran will receive about £43 million in 
the calendar year 1955 and by the end of the third year, earnings 
direct and indirect of oil will be £79 million. We therefore can look 
forward to Iran, with earnings from other exports, having altogether 
something approaching £100 million sterling a year within a measur- 
able distance. 


Challenge to Exporters 


oar 


This is a challenge to us as well as to Iran. The challenge to us 
is that this vast sum of sterling—and it is vast even in these days of 
astronomical figures—will be for her to dispose as she deems fit. We 
cannot attach strings to its use. She will have transferable account 
facilities and we can only try, as we must indeed do, to attract as much 
of that sterling to us, not only for the sake of exporters but also for 
balance of payments reasons. We can only do so by trading with 
her. ‘That is where the challenge to industry comes in. 

** As we have all read in the Press, she is at the moment acutely 
short of foreign exchange. ‘There are even reports that she has had 
to suspend dealings in sterling because of it. In this situation it 
would be rational to wait until she was again in funds before re- 
starting our trade with her. But clearly we cannot do this. As with 
an heiress the would-be bridegroom does not wait until the money is 
actually banked before seeking to gain the lady’s hand. Iran has no 
lack of admirers! In this period of extreme shortage of foreign 
exchange, our European and Japanese competitors are doing what 
they can, with barter and other methods, not without some success, 
and the Americans are considering making an 80 million dollar loan 
through the Export-Import Bank to establish their position. 


“You might very well say to us, if she has no money, what can 
we do about it? Her Majesty’s Government is very alive to this 
particular problem. Some form of accommodation will quite clearly 
have to be made to enable us to regain for ourselves the position we 
had in Iran before the oil dispute. ‘This is not really the place to 
make any policy statement of what form the accommodation will take. 
All I can do is to say that we shall clearly have to try to do something. 


** For those who have not traded with Iran before, I should like to 
tell you something about the country. Iran has 18 million people, 
many of whom are impoverished agricultural workers. Its needs are 
very great as it still lacks adequate communications and almost all the 
modern technical facilities which will be necessary for its development. 
At present it is still a very poor country. 


** Herein lies the challenge to Iran. A number of Iranians now 
realise that it will not be sufficient for the revenue from oil to enrich 
merely a small group of people, while the population as a whole 
derives no benefit from it. ‘This is possibly the best chance they have 
ever had of raising the standard of living and of developing the 
economy of the country on a sound basis. There are welcome signs 
that there are people now in office who are capable of doing precisely 
that ; men who have the ability and the authority to achieve this. 
This is one of the most promising signs that has occurred over the 
past six months. 


Pattern of Trade 


** Now I should like to talk about the pattern of trade, for that is 
certainly a subject on which you will wish to know our views. ‘The 
import regulations are on the whole liberal. There is a list of 
prohibited goods but these are mostly ones produced locally. By and 
large the majority of goods—such as machinery, chemicals, woollen 
goods, and a vast range in which you are interested—can be freely 
imported into Iran, The consumer goods market is essentially a 
price market and because of the very low standard of living the 
demand is for cheap, medium grade goods. 

**Our most serious competition comes probably from Germany 
whose prices seem far too frequently to be 10 to 15 per cent. below 
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what we ourselves are able to offer. Japan in textiles and especially 
the cotton piece-goods field follows. ‘There is also competition from 
France, Russia and the United States. The order of priorities are, 
by and large, prices, delivery dates, and credit terms, and it is a very 
significant feature that the Americans, who have up to now regarded 
Iran as a cash market, are considering credit on a large scale in order 
to secure a position there. 


** In the past the possibility of changes in the rate of exchange has 
impeded business. The trial is by general standards a good currency 
—it is in fact more than 100 per cent. covered, in dollars, gold and 
Crown jewels—but the procession of revaluations has tended, particu- 
larly when revaluation seemed imminent, to inhibit importers, for at 
that time importers are naturally very reluctant to deposit rials until 
they know exactly the extent of the revaluation or if there is going to 
be one at all. Exporters should not therefore be unduly worried if 
towards the end of the year (we have been told that the rial will not 
be further revalued before January) importers show signs of marking 
time. 


‘**T should also like to emphasize the Iranian importers’ problems 
with regard to credit. For reasons which may not be peculiar to 
Iran, the local borrowing rates are penalisingly high. Perhaps some 
examples will illustrate this sufficiently clearly :— 


Discount on first class signature bills is from 15 to 18 per cent., 
rising to about 20 per cent. for second class and from 21 to 30 
per cent. for third class signature bills. Loans secured on real 
estate vary from 18 to 24 per cent. and the interest on unsecured 
loans reaches 60 per cent. 
The Germans are accepting deposits of from 15 to 20 per cent. 
depending on the security of the buyer, in order to get around this 
difficulty. ‘The bulk of the consumer business is, indeed, on a cash 
basis supported by deposits in rials: also the Germans are offering 
120 days credit for textiles and the French are offering much the 
same: they have in at least one instance offered 150 days credit for 
pharmaceuticals. 


Personal Contact with Market 


** T should like to express some personal views which are founded 
on the six months I have been there, which are probably applicable 
elsewhere, but are certainly true for Iran. 


“The first is the need for exporters to have personal contact with 
the market. It is not much good writing to us or to an Iranian until 
and unless exporters have in fact gone there and found out the form 
of the market. We are perfectly prepared to answer questions which 
are addressed to us in the Embassy. ‘There are not very many of us ; 
we get an enormous number of letters sending us a great deal of 
material which we would like to be able to send out, but really this 
is not the effective way of getting new business. ‘Those who are 
interested must come and make their contacts themselves. We will 
give such support as we can to find an agent. 


“My first advice is that exporters should continue to keep in 
personal contact with people over there. My second point is that 
British firms when tendering for major contracts should consider 
collaboration and the submission of one or two joint tenders. 
Thirdly, if your business is of the kind that permits you to go into 
partnership with a local Iranian then this may save you a great deal 
of trouble in the future. It has worked extremely well in one or two 
instances. Your local man can take care of any tricky political point 
which may come up; he can maintain contacts with important 
clients. He can also solve the technical problems which are local in 
character. This advice, of course, is not applicable to every branch 
of industry, but its general use is, I think, wider than we have yet 
seen. My fourth point is the importance of good servicing, which is 
absolutely vital there. These people have not yet the skill and 
experience of maintenance that you will find in a European country. 
It would be wrong to expect this of them. British firms should 
provide adequate servicing facilities and should also make sure that 
their agents administer these conscientiously. The failure of one 
British firm in this respect can give all British firms a bad name. 

“To sum up very briefly, Iran offers us exciting if difficult pros- 
pects. Unlike so many markets these days, it won’t dry up in a few 
years’ time. It should not dry up in 20 years time. Whether we 
can accept the challenge is really for you and for 1s”

Governments have concluded a review of the course of trade and 
payments between the Sterling Area and Japan since the discussions 
in December and January last. 

It was estimated that both trade and payments between the Sterling 
Area and Japan would achieve a rough balance over the year though 
at a rather lower level than had been forecast. 

It is proposed that the next trade and payments negotiations should 
be held in January or February, 1955. Meanwhile, the Sterling 
Payments Agreement and the existing trade arrangements will continue 
until March 31, 1955. 


Double Taxation Convention Between 
U.K. and Switzerland 


DOUBLE Taxation Convention between the United Kingdom 

and Switzerland was signed in London on September 30. Mr. 
Dodds-Parker, M.P., Joint Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, signed on behalf of the United Kingdom and 
Monsieur Erwin Bernath, Swiss Charge d’Affaires ad Interim in 
London, for Switzerland. 

The Convention, which is subject to ratification, provides for the 
avoidance of double taxation of income and profits, and is expressed to 
take effect in the United Kingdom from April 6, 1953. 

The Convention is in general similar to those which the United 
Kingdom has already made with a number of other European countries. 

The full text will be published shortly by H.M. Stationery Office. 


Sweden and U.S.S.R. 


SUPPLEMENTARY agreement between Sweden and the 
U.S.S.R. envisages increased imports from the U.S.S.R. during 
the present year and the placing of certain supplementary Russian 
orders for Swedish goods for delivery in 1955 and 1956. The quota 
for oil and oil products has been increased from 600,000 to 900,000 
tons. 

An additional item is bran and an increase in the import of cotton 
is also anticipated, the quota being increased by 1,100 tons. The 
Swedish export quota for trawlers and refrigerating ships has been 
increased by Kr. 45 million. Provision is made for additional Swedish 
exports to the U.S.S.R. of miscellaneous manufactvies including 
electrical goods and equipment for the food industry valued in all 
at Kr. 10 million. 


Greece and U.S.S.R. 


1 ER MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Athens reports that the Trade 

and Payments Agreement of July 28, 1953, between the Kingdom 
of Greece and the Soviet Union (see Board of Trade Journal of 
August 29, 1953, page 438), has been extended until July 28, 1955. 

Greece will export to the Soviet Union tobacco ($3,300,000) ; 
bay leaves ($100,000) ; citrus fruit ($200,000) ; dried fruit ($750,000) 
olive oil ($200,000) ; bauxite ($250,000) ; sponges ($75,000) ; and 
miscellaneous products ($125,000). 

The Soviet Union will export to Greece petroleum products 
($2,000,000) ; coal ($250,000) ; timber and plywood ($1,500,000) ; 
commercial and passenger cars($500,000) ; metals and metal articles 
($125,000) ; agricultural and industrial machinery ($125,000) ; 
electrical installations ($125,000); chemical and pharmaceutical 
products ($125,000) ; fish ($50,000) ; and miscellaneous products 
($200,000). 


Egypt and Greece 


A PROTOCOL was signed in Athens on September 1, renewing 
the existing Trade and Payments Agreement between Egypt and 
Greece for one year (see the Board of Trade Journal of June 27, 1953, 
page 1292). 

No lists of goods to be exchanged have been drawn up, since 
both countries have introduced regimes of liberalized imports. 
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Israel and Yugoslavia 
ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Tel Aviv has reported that 


rade and Payments Agreements between Israel and Yugoslavia 
were signed in Belgrade on July 23. ‘These agreements, which have 
yet to be ratified by the governments of both countries, provisionally 
come into force on July 23 and will remain in operation for one year. 
They will thereafter be automatically renewed annually unless three 
months’ notice to terminate is given by either party. 

The value of goods to be exchanged under the Trade Agreement 
will be U.S.$ 3-5 million in each direction. 

Israeli exports to Yugoslavia will include citrus fruit, tyres and 
tubes, automotive spare parts, textile products, artificial teeth, 
minerals, chemicals, pharmaceuticals and various industrial machinery, 
equipment, apparatus, tools and products. 

Yugoslav exports to Israel will include cattle and meat products, 
agricultural products, timber products, chemicals and pharma- 
ceutical products, minerals, metals and non-ferrous metals, and various 
industrial machinery, equipment, apparatus, tools and products.

Chile and Yugoslavia 


A TRADE and Payments Agreement between Chile and Yugo- 

slavia was signed at Santiago on August 2, 1954. It is subject to 
ratification by the two Governments but is provisionally effective 
immediately so far as the legislation of the two countries permits. 
It will be valid for one year from the date of the exchange of ratifica- 
tions and will be considered automatically renewed for succeeding 
periods of one year unless denounced by either party. 

The agreement envisages a yearly exchange of goods to a value of 
U.S.$ 4 million in each direction. Chile will supply mainly mining 
products ; Yugoslav exports will consist of a wide range of raw 
materials, prime materials for indust-y and manufactured goods.

Distribution in Europe 


‘Productivity in the Distributive Trade in Europe: Wholesale 
and Retail Aspects” is the report of a special survey commissioned 
by O.E.E.C. The report was revised after discussion by a group 
of experts and is now published by way of stimulating public interest 
and debate. It does not set out to be a handbook on all facets of 
distribution for the businessman, but tries rather to indicate where 
productivity in Europe’s distributive systems could be improved. 
An annex contains 25 recommendations for further activities in this 
field, and an introduction to the report says that the European 
Productivity Agency will take these into consideration when they 
elaborate future programmes of action.

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Tariff, Customs and Import Regulations 





ETAILS are given below of the amendments to the Australian 

import restrictions which were announced by the Acting 

Australian Minister for Trade and Customs on September 30, 
1954. Full details of the Australian import licensing schedule were 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on March 6, 1954 (page 485), 
with subsequent amendments. 

The main feature of the present changes is that most of those goods 
which were transferred to No Quota Restriction (N.Q.R.) on April 1, 
1954, are in future to be subject to an annual quota equal to 100 per 
cent. of each importer’s imports during the base year July 1950 to 
June 1951. 


Category B. The scale of licensing of goods within Category B 
is to remain unchanged, i.e. licences will continue to be issued for 
goods in this category on a six monthly basis against quotas calculated 
according to 60 per cent. of base year imports. 


Items Adm.* ‘The licensing treatment of those items shown in 
the Schedule of Categories as Adm.* remains unchanged in that 
licences will continue to be issued on a six monthly basis against 
quotas calculated according to the established percentages (generally 
90 per cent. of base year). 


Percentages (late N.Q.R.) With exceptions, those items which 
were transferred from Category A and Adm. to N.Q.R. on April 1, 
1954, are now to be licensed on an annual basis equal to imports 
during the base year. That is to say, during the licensing year 
running from April 1, 1954, to March 30, 1955, an importer may only 
import up to 100 per cent. of the value of his base year imports. 
These percentage quotas are annual ones, and therefore licences 
issued during the past six months will count against them.

UESTIONS about production, raw material controls and export 

quotas should be addressed to the Production Department appro- 
priate to the industry concerned, whether it is in the Board of Trade 
or some other Ministry. 

But, as this Directory shows, there are general questions which 
should be addressed to the Board of Trade whatever the industry 
concerned. These include: references to export policy, which should 
be made to the Commodity and General Division ; questions about 
import policy, including the value of import quotas for particular 
products, which should be addressed to IM 1B Division ; questions 
about particular export licences to the Export Licensing Branch ; 
and questions about particular import licences to the Import Licensing 
Branch.®, 


To assist those wishing to approach Production Departments, the 
list of Departments and commodities published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on September 19, 1953, has been further revised and is set 
out below. In the space available it is not possible to include every 
commodity or industry, and, in compiling the list, use has been made 
of fairly general headings indicating any particular exceptions which, 
for reasons of administrative convenience, are dealt with by another 
Department.

Indian Government Decisions on 
Tariff Commission Recommendations 


HE FOLLOWING Resolutions, giving the Government of India’s 
decisions on the Tariff Commission’s Reports on the question 
of continuance of protection to the following industries, have been 
forwarded by the United Kingdom Trade Commission in New 
Delhi :— 
Cotton and Hair Belting Industry 


No. 6(1) T.B./54.—-The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report 
on the continuance of protection to the Cotton and Hair Belting Industry 
on the basis of an inquiry undertaken by it under Section 11 (e) read with 
Sections 13 and 15 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its recommenda- 
tions are as follows :— 

(1) The existing protective duty of 10} per cent. ad valorem on cotton 
and hair beltings should be continued for a further period of two 
years, i.e. up to December 31, 1956. 

The Textile Commissioner should take suitable steps to make 
adequate supply of cotton yarn of requisite quality available te the 
belting industry. 

Belting manufacturers should use indigenous hair yarn to the maxi- 
mum possible extent and thus encourage the local yarn industry, 
in order that they may become independent of imports in respect of 
this essential material within a short period. 

The indigenous Belting Industries Association should take early 
steps to establish a central inspection board for ensuring strict ad- 
herence to standard specifications, collecting statistics of demand in 
types and sizes of beltings and taking other measures to facilitate 
marketing. 

2. Government accept recommendation (1) and necessary legislation 
will be undertaken to implement it.* They also accept recommendation (2) 
and steps will be taken to implement it as far as possible. 

3. The attention of the industry is drawn to recommendations (3) and (4). 

* Under a further Notification of the same number and date, the duty 
on Item 50(3) (Cotton, hair and canvas ply belting for machinery) is in- 
creased to 10} per cent. ad valorem. Under S.R.O. 2933, dated September 7, 
this item is now exempt from Customs surcharge. The previous duty 
including surcharge was 104 per cent. 


Cocoa Powder and Chocolate Industry

EMORANDA Series D Nos. 51 M.C.R. 185 and M.C.R. 187 
both dated September 22, 1954, issued by the Canadian Depart-

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Review of United States Tariff 
Classification Schedules 


THE United States Tariff Commission were directed under the 

United States Customs Simplification Act, 1954 (see Board of 
Trade Journal of September 11, page 546), to ‘‘make a comprehensive 
study of the laws of the United States prescribing the tariff status 
of imported articles and to submit, within two years, a revision and 
consolidation of these laws which, in the judgment of the Com- 
mission, will to the extent practicable :— 


(1) Establish schedules of tariff classifications which will be logical 
in arrangement and terminology and adapted to the changes 
which have occurred since 1930 in the character and importance 
of articles produced in and imported into the United States 
and in the markets in which they are sold. 

(2) Eliminate anomalies and illogical results in the classification 
of articles. 

(3) Simplify the determination and application of tariff classifica- 
tions. 


The Tariff Commission have begun their study and have invited 
importers, domestic producers, customs brokers, and other interested 
parties to submit any suggestions they may have to offer which will 
accomplish the purposes indicated above. Suggestions, in quintupli- 
cate, made to the Commission should be addressed to the General 
Council, United States Tariff Commission, Washington 25, D.C. ; 
but Her Majesty’s Embassy in Washington advise that, wherever 
possible, it would be desirable for United Kingdom manufacturers 
to make their submissions through the United States importing 
interests concerned. 

Although the Tariff Commission have not set a closing date by 
which suggestions must be received they must make a preliminary 
progress report on the problems involved on or before March 15, 
1955. Her Majesty’s Embassy have therefore advised that sub- 
missions should be made as soon as possible and in any case not later 
than the end of this year. 


Advice to Exporters 


The Tariff Commission have been instructed by Congress to carry 
out their task “‘ without suggesting changes in any rate or rates of 
duty on individual products,”’ except in those cases where incidental 
changes in the rate of duty are unavoidable.” It is therefore 
emphasized that the investigation is concerned with simplified 
classification as such, and exporters are advised not to make sub- 
missions which are primarily directed at the amount of duty levied 
on the items in which they are interested. It is appreciated that it 
may be difficult to distinguish between these two considerations, but 
exporters should be concerned to demonstrate, in any submission 
they may make, that there is a valid case for revision of the existing 
classification on the grounds of needless complication, anomaly, 
illogicality, etc., irrespective of any other considerations involved. 

No hearings will be held in connection with this study until after 
the Commission have completed their review and have prepared a 
draft of revised tariff schedules. Hearings will then be scheduled 
so that interested parties can have an opportunity to be heard in 
regard to the proposed revisions, particularly with respect to the 
probable effect upon domestic industry of any incidental changes 
in duties which may be involved. 

Exporters, who will appreciate the Board of Trade’s interest in 
this matter, are particularly requested to let this Department have a 
copy of the suggestions which they put forward. These should be 
addressed to the Commercial Relations and Exports Department, 
Room 4174, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1.

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Amendment to U.S. Tariff Act 


THE Board of Trade have received notification of a United States 

Act (Public Law 595), approved August 16, 1954, to amend the 
classification for duty purposes of wood dowels imported into the 
United States, and to provide for the duty-free entry of re-imported 
goods. 

Prior to the passage of the Act, wood dowels were classified under 
paragraph 405 of the Tariff Act of 1930 as ‘“ wood, unmanufactured, 
not specially provided for,”’ at a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
The amending Act makes specific provision for dowels of fir, spruce, 
pine, hemlock or larch under paragraph 401 at a rate of 25 cents per 
thousand feet, and for the duty-free entry of other dowels under 
paragraph 1803. In addition, all dowels will be liable for duty under 
Section 3424 of the Internal Revenue Code. The text of the Act is 
as follows :— 


Paragraph 401 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is amended by . . . inserting 
the words “ dowels, if of fir, spruce, pine, hemlock, or larch, 25 cents per 
thousand feet, board measure.” 

Paragraph 1803 of the Tariff Act of 1930 . . 
“dowels” in subparagraph (1), between “ 
going.” 

Section 3424 of the Internal Revenue Code, as amended, is further 
amended by inserting after “ board measure ;”’ the following language : 
“* dowels made of fir, spruce, pine, hemlock, larch, or cedar (except cedar 
commercially known as Spanish cedar), 75 cents per thousand feet, board 
measure ; dowels made of Japanese maple, Japanese white oak, teak, box, 
ebony, lancewood, or lignum vitae, $3 per thousand feet, board measure ; 
dowels made of other wood, $1. 50 per thousand feet, board measure.’ 

These amendments shall be effective as to dowels entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on or after the day following the date of 
enactment of this Act and shall apply also to any dowels entered or with- 
drawn before that day with respect to which the liquidation of the entry 
or withdrawal has not become final by reason of section 514, Tariff Act 
of 1930. 


The Section of the Act which extends to re-imported goods the 
same duty-free entry previously accorded only to returned American 
goods under paragraph 1615 reads as follows :— 


Paragraph 1615 (a) of the Tariff Act of 1930 is amended by inserting 

. . the following: “and articles, previously imported, with respect to 
which the duty was paid upon such previous importation, if (1) re-imported, 
without having been advanced in value or improved in condition by any 
process of manufacture or other means, after having been exported under 
lease to a foreign manufacturer, and (2) re-imported by or for the account 
of the person who imported them into, and exported them from, the 
United States. 

The amendment made by this Act shall be effective as to articles entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or 
after the date of enactment of this Act.

N Order made in Ceylon by the Minister of Finance under the

European Housing Progress and Policies 


The Secretariat of the United Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe (E.C.E.) have published the first of a series of annual studies 
on European housing progress and policies. The study points out 
that in most European countries more dwellings were built in 1953 
than in any post-war year, the increase over 1952 being about 8 per 
cent. The study adds, however, that the 1953 construction was only 
just sufficient to balance the growing needs arising from the increase 
in population and number of families and to provide reasonable 
replacements during the year. 

In most European countries the mechanization and standardization 
of the building industry is making noticeable progress, and new 
materials are coming into use. It was too early, however, to assess 
the effect of these changes on building costs which in western European 
countries were stable during 1953, in most cases on a level slightly 
lower than that of 1952 because of some recession in the prices of 
building materials. Improvements in productivity also took place, 
both because of more rational design and more rational use of materials ; 
but the high level of building costs remains a major obstacle.
